1917. 

It is to be noted however, that there 
is a much larger surplus of wheat both 
in Canada, and the United States and 
in the Argentine at the start of this 
present war than there were at the be- 
ginning of the world war of 1914.

REVIEWED WEEKLY BY 
MAJOR H.G.L. STRANGE 


Crop Testing Plan meetings, recent- 
ly held at 94 different points over the 
Prairies, reveal that farmers are eag- 
erly seeking advice about the variety 
of wheat to use. 

“Should we grow Thatcher, Renown, 
Apex or Regent,” they ask, “and are 
these rust-resistant sorts suitable for 
Alberta ?” 

The advice given by the plant breed- 
ers was: “Use only a rust-resistant 
variety in the rust areas of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, Any one of these 
varieties, either Thatcher, Renown, 
Apex or Regent will be found satis- 
factory. Naturally one of these varie- 
ties will eventually be found to be 
more suitable than the others in cer- 
tain districts, but it will take several 
years of further testing by farmers 
themselves before this can accurately 
be determined.” 

In Alberta and parts of Western 
Saskatchewan, ordinarily out of the 
rust area, a farmer would have to use 
his own discretion, the authorities 
thought, but the farmer would be wise 
to consult his Provincial Department 
of Agriculture or with his University. 

One other piece of advice was given. 
If a farmer decides to sow a rust-re- 

i sistant variety he should certainly 


back, as has fruit, although the yield 
of apples still promises to be at least 
equal to average, In British Columblia 
grain crops are slightly below aver- 
age, there is an excellent crop of hops. 
late potatoes and roots are doing well 
and all tree fruits are plentiful and 
of good quality. 


Alberta—About 75 per cent of the 
wheat crop has been cut under fav- 
ourable weather conditions; early 
threshing returns indicate higher 
yields than anticipated, with grades 
one to three northern predominating. 
Cutting of a light crop of coarse 
grains is well advanced. Pastures are 
drying up but no shortage of winter 
feed is anticipated. Sugar beets are 
satisfactory.

Canada's forests occupy about 783 
million acres, or more than one- 
third the total land area of the Do- 
minion, according to the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Resources, Ot- 
tawa. More than half of the forest 
area—492 million acres—-is capable 
of producing timber of commercial 
value. The remainder of the forests, 
situated on sub-Alpine, sub-Arctic, 
and other less favourable sites, are 
of value for their influence on cli- 
matic conditions, the control of 
stream flow and water supplies, the 
protection of wild life, and as sources| 
of wood supplies for the local needs 
of the native and white population. 
Of the productive forests it is esti- 
mated that 230 million acres at pres- 
ent carry timber of merchantable 
size, and on 262 million acres there 
is young growth of various ages to 
meet future demands. 

The total amount of timber of} 
merchantable size in Canada’s for- 
ests is estimated at 273,656 million 
cubic feet, of which 170,144 miilion) 
cubic feet is considered accessible by| 
means of the present transportation 
facilities. This accessible and mer-! 
chantable timber includes 245,313} 
million feet board measure of wood! 
suitable for the manufacture of sawn 
lumber and 1,107 million cords which 
may be utilized as pulpwood, fuel- 
wood, and mining timber. The soft- 
woods, which are in the greatest de- 
mand for construction and for the 
manufacture of pulp and paper, com-} 
prise about 80 per cent. of the total) 
stand and about the same proportion 
of the annual cut. 

Canada's forests supply raw ma- 
terial to about one-third of the Do-| 
minion’s manufacturing plants. These} 
industries provide employment for) 
about one out of every four persons) 
engaged in the manufacturing indus- 
tries and pay about one-quarter of) 
the wages. The forest industries, in- 
cluding woods operations, provide the} 
equivalent of full-time employment, 
to approximately 179500 people, but} 
owing to the seasonal nature of the 
work, especially in the logging and 
lumber branches, it is estimated that 
at least 350,000 workers receive a 
substantial amount of employment in) 
the forest industries. |

Turner Valley Oil 


Expert Believes Structure Extends 
About 25 Miles 

Dr. G. 8. Hume, chief of the Fed- 
eral Geological Survey, expressed 
belief that Turner Valley's oil struc- 
ture extended approximately 25 
miles in a south-to-north direction. 

In delivering a paper on Turner 
Valley geology to the 21st annual 
western meeting of the Canadian In- 
stitute of Mining and Metallurgy, 
Dr. Hume said he believed the 
Brown No. 6 well in section five of 
township 18 marked the extreme 
southerly extension of the structure 
as far as oil was concerned. 

On the north, the valley struc- 
ture probably continued seven miles 
north of Home-Millarville No. 2 well, 
up to section 22 and Whiskey Creek, 
he added.

Famous Bad Lands 
Dinosaur Graveyard In Alberta To 


Be Preserved As Provincial Park 
Famous bad lands of the Red Deer 


River valley, now regarded as the 
richest dinosaur graveyard in the 
Dominion, have been established as 


a@ provincial park, under terms of an 
order-in-council passed by the Al- 
berta government. 

The order-in-council prohibits the 
excavating for or removal of any 
prehistoric relics from the protected 
area without a permit obtained from 
the provincial authorities. 

The park area, according to the 
order, cover a stretch six miles long 
and two miles wide, along the banks 
of the Red Deer river. 

The protected area has been the 
scene of many prospecting trips by 


fossil hunters during the . recent 
years, resulting in many splendid 
specimens of pre-historic monsters 


having been obtained. 

Parties sent out from the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History, 
Smithsonian Institute, Canadian Na- 


tional and Toronto museums have 
obtained specimens from time to 
time.

The world’s fair, the national ex- 
hibition, the county fair—all are 
media through which public educa- 
tion is carried on, In Canada, one of 
the best means adopted by the 
Health League of Canada to interest 
the public in health is to present an 
annual display at the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition in Toronto. 

This year, through the generous 
co-operation of the Exhibition au- 
thorities, a more attractive display 
than ever before has been made pos- 
sible for Canada’s health education 
agency, + 

The exhibit has been designed to 
impress upon visitors various phases 
of health work. One large section is 
devoted to the need for the pasteur- 
ization of milk. Another section is

MAKE ADVANCES 
ON WEST FRONT 


Paris. A French communique said 
that Germany is moving up _ rein- 
forcements to the western front

Although the reported ad- 
vance was slight and has not been 
specifically mentioned in a com- 
munique, observers here regarded it 
as a sign the fighting is spreading. 

The wooded Bienwald forest 
spreads between the Lauter river and 
the Siegfried line to a depth of five 
or six miles. 

The French advance into Germany 
is believed to have swung out on an 


irregular curve bulging out near 
Luxembourg and flattening back 
near Bitche. 

This whole area, on the German 


side, is fortified only by light 
trenches, temporary positions in ad-

Karlsruhe, the German main line of 
fortifications lies several miles hbe- 
hind the frontier. 

Indications from the terse French 
military communiques were that as 
soon as large raiding parties had 
consolidated their positions on the 
French side of the frontier, the order 
was given for an advance on similar 
positions across the boundary. 

Announcement of the arrival of

Gamelin, slated to be commander-

Much In | Common 


History Shows That Dictaters Aro 
Cut To One Pattera 

Much of the popular astonish- 
ment caused by Stalin and Hitler's 
clasping of hands would cease if time 
were taken to give thought to the 
historical fact that all dictators are 
cut from the same piece of goods. 

They differ in appearance. Some 
go in for uniforms, ceremonies, the- 
atrical gestures. Others strive for 
simplicity. Some are arrogant and 
bullying in their methods. Others 
are suave. Some proclaim their 
quest for personal power. Others ap- 
proach their objects under pretense 
of advancing favorites. In these 
differences they only reveal the 
diverse workings of their minds. The 
purpose all seek to achieve is the 
same--enslavement of the peoples 
over which they win authority. 

To advance toward their goals ail 
dictators must suppress every mani- 
festation of leve of freedom from 
their lands. In many cases this can 
be done by drill in the school of sub- 
jection. In others force is necessary 
to accomplish it. The history of 
every totalitarian state is a record 
of rigid regimentation of the mass of 
the people and ruthless persecution, 
even to death, of the occasional re- 
calcitrant. Those who Cannot be_de- 
ceived, bribed or intimidated into 
conformity must be eliminated by 
imprisonment, by exile, by assassina- 
| tion or by legal execution. 

Somewhere in his course each dic- 
tator encounters the same obstacles 


that his predecessors and contem- 
poraries in dictatorship have en- 
countered, If he has deceived him- 


| self into believing himself unique, the 
shock of this discovery is overwhelm- 
ing, but the reaction is cut and 
| dried. 

He recognizes his kinship with all 
other dictators, the imperative neces- 
sity of their standing together. 
What then matter the contradictions 
{in the edifices of deceit they have 
| raised? What value attaches to their 
proclaimed zeal for this or that 
!cause? The essentials of the calling 
‘are bared. Self-preservation  im- 
‘poses its requirements. Tweediledee 
and Tweedledum must then = strike 
hands in their own defence... New
